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CHOOSING A CAREER: 

Technical Education Today

Wartime industrial requirements 
have shown the need for special- 
ized workers in all levels of occupa- 
tional fields. Roughly these levels 
include three categories: profes- 
sional, technical, and skilled. It is 
obvious to' all. familiar with current 
history that the winning of the war 
is based to a great extent on the 
development of materials at an un- 
paceable rate unsurpassed by our 
enemies. But it is not so well real- 
ized that increased production rec- 
ords were made possible by work 
performed by technically trained 
personnel in business and industry. 
With this impetus the post-war 
world has created a need for posi- 
tions generally found in the fields 
of drafting, development and de- 
sign, inspection, financial control, 
production and maintenance super- 
vision, technical sales, te.sting and 
control of products, experimental 
• laboratory work, accounting, busi- 
ness methods, merchandising, and 
like occupations. 

Since technical instruction is 
more specific and more direct than 
the broad or cultural courses of 
collegiate curricula, credit is 
awarded in terminal units applying 
toward a technical diploma. Pro- 
grams are scaled for both full-time 
day study or past-lime evening 
study, the latter provided to assist 
workers accumulate supplementary 
education while maintaining the 
status.of wage earners. Thus an op- 
portunity is offered ambitious peo- 
ple who wish to spend a minimum 
of time and money to increase their 
knowledge along direct and useful 
lines and to earn recognition of the 
fact that they have prepared them- 
selves for work of greater respon- 
sibility. 

Technical institute training is 
available in many areas to all high 
School graduates or any adults 
qualified by training, experience, or 
maturity to master the subject mat- 
ter which is conducted on a post- 
secondary school level. The faculty 



is mad« up of experts trained in 
classroom pi-esentations with years 
of engineering experiences behind 
them. Classroom procedure, there- 
fore, feature the case study method 
of instrution, applying specific ex- 
amples to back up theoretical as- 
pects of each subject. , 
Instructional procedures and 
methods at this level of training 
are unique in that courses are prac- 
tical. Emphasis is placed on labor- 
atory and practicum work. Portable 
apparatus, equipment and demon- 
stration kits are sent from the 
toolrooms of modern industry for 
laboratory and classroom instruc- 
tln. Extensive programs of audio- 
visual aids have been developed for 
much of the work. Motion pictures, 
slide films and various types of 
graphic materials are used to aug- 
ment the formal instruction. In- 
spection tours are conducted to 
local industries and their labora- 
tories. The day of the schoolmarm 
is past; the practical disciples of 
modern American industry have

Raised to First Class in 1944; Serv 



ffice Opened in 1892 
es 12,000 Persons 



When the Narberth Post Ofllce 
was first opened back in 18W2, as 
a fourth-class office. It was located 
in the Pennsylvania Railroad Sta- 
tion. 

Today, a first class office under 
the direction of Postmaster Joseph 
L. Kelley, it occupies a building 
of its own on Essex Ave., near the 
corner of Haverford Ave. 

From th^ railroad station, the 
Post Office was moved to *he build- 
ing now occupied by the Nash 
Realty Company and later, in 1911, 
to 207 Haverford Ave. It has oc- 
cupied its present Sits since 1928. 



The first postmaster was Mrs. 
Eliza Ketcham, who began her job 
on May 21, 1892. She was followed 
by Miss Elizabeth H. Ketcham on 
January 27, 1908. 

George W. McCauslin took over 
on Decembei- 13, 1908 to be followed 
on June 14, 1910 by Joseph Mollin- 
eax, Jr. On October 30, 1913, Ed- 
ward S. Hawes became postmaster, 
followed by Frederick C. J'otter on 
July'?], 1922 and J. Bertrani Nester 
on July 21, 1926. 

Joseph L. Kelley began his serv- 
ice as postmaster in January, 1935. 



Today, the Post Office serves ap- 
proximately 12,000 persona. It be- 
came a first class office on July 1, 
1944. 

For many of the residents of 
Narberth, the Post Office is much 
more then an impersonal place 
where they buy stamps and money 
orders. 

In the American communltj' tra- 
dition,- it's a place where friends 
meet and exchange the news of the 



day. One of the things which has 
endeared the Post Office to Nar- 
berth residents was the service in- 
augurated during the war by Post- 
master Kelley. Each Sunday, he 
opened the doors between noon and 
1 P. M. for the delivery of mail 
from service men and women to 
their families and friends who, 
otherwise, would have had to wait 
for the precious letters until Mon- 
day.
